To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

We  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964.  The  main 
items  may  be  summarised  as  follows: — 

Population. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  estimated  population, 
the  figure  now  almost  reaching  23,000. 

Births. 

The  Birth  Rate  dropped  slightly  over  the  preceding  year,  but 
still  compares  favourably  with  the  National  birth  rate 

There  was  an  increase  in  both  the  number  of  Still-births  and 
Illegitimate  births,  but  both  figures  approach  the  average  for  the 
past  17  year  period. 

Deaths. 

The  general  death-rate  was  considerably  lower  than  1963,  and 
compares  very  favourably  with  the  National  death  rate. 

There  was  a substantial  decrease  in  the  deaths  attributed  to 
Cancer  and  the  Cancer  death  rate  compares  favourably  with  the 
National  rate. 

There  were  small  increases  in  the  deaths  attributed  to  Accidents, 
Tuberculosis  and  Infant  Deaths,  over  the  preceding  year.  The 
numbers,  however,  compare  favourably  with  the  17  year  average. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Apart  from  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  the  incidence  of 
Infectious  Disease  was  low  during  the  year. 

The  comparative  table  will  show  the  marked  reduction  of  fresh 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  over  the  past  17  years. 

Environmental  Hygiene  and  Sanitation. 

The  work  of  the  department  extends  to  many  fields  and  most  of 
these  functions  are  dealt  with  in  some  detail  in  this  report.  Most  of 
this  is  work  which  has  been  carried  out  over  the  years  and  we  are 
now  able  to  see  some  progress,  particularly  in  housing  and  the 
sewering  of  smaller  villages. 

However,  new  functions  now  have  to  be  undertaken  by  the  health 
department  and  probably  the  most  important  is  the  problem  of  air 
pollution.  As  industry  comes  into  the  area,  air  pollution  increases  and 
we  have  had  to  embark  on  a large  scale  programme  of  air  pollution 
research.  The  power  station  to  be  built  at  Pennar  has  been  the 
subject  of  a great  deal  of  controversy  in-as-much  as  it  will  be  one  of 
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the  biggest  emitters  of  atmospheric  sulphur  in  the  country,  and  the 
position  must  be  watched  very  carefully. 

Health  problems  also  arise  from  the  development  in  the  area 
of  industrialised  farming  methods  e.g.  large  scale  turkey  breeding 
and  packing  stations  with  the  problems  that  they  produce  in  the 
disposal  of  effluent  and  other  waste  matters. 

As  a housing  authority  the  Rural  District  Council  has  prepared 
for  the  erection  of  houses  for  industry.  The  effect  of  industry 
is  already  being  felt  in  the  areas  along  the  Haven  where  numbers 
of  industrial  workers  and  their  families  are  moving  into  the  area. 
The  building  programme  enlarged  to  meet  these  demands  is  not  being 
carried  out  at  the  expense  of  normal  building  to  meet  local  demands 
and  to  complete  our  programme  of  slum  clearance.  There  is  still  a 
number  of  old  people  living  in  unsatisfactory  conditions  who  do  not 
wish  to  take  the  tenancy  of  two  bedroomed  bungalows  and  many 
remain  in  dilapidated  cottages  until  they  are  too  infirm  to  look  after 
themselves.  The  Council  can  make  a valuable  contribution  to  solving 
this  problem  by  the  building  of  flatlets  to  which  can  be  attached  a 
Warden  service  and  the  building  of  this  has  been  approved  in 
principle.  When  suitable  sites  are  found,  work  will  be  commenced  by 
the  Building  Surveyor  on  blocks  of  say  eight  to  twelve  of  these  flats 
with  a two  bedroomed  warden  flat.  It  is  not  the  intention  to  provide 
full  time  care  for  the  tenants,  but  to  make  sure  that  help  is  always 
available  where  needed  and  if  necessary  some  domestic  help,  so  that 
old  people  can  preserve  their  independence  as  long  as  possible. 

Conclusion. 

We  feel  that  a tribute  is  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Committee  for  being  thoroughly  progressive  in  their  discussions, 
and  for  the  way  in  which  pressure  has  been  brought  for  improvements 
in  all  corners  of  the  Rural  District  and  not  only  in  the  larger  villages. 

Also  we  are  grateful  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  their  work  during  the  year  and  to  the  co-operation  received  from 
other  officers  of  the  Council.

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SECTION  II 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

On  the  1st  October,  1962,  the  Council  ceased  to  be  the  Water 
Undertaker,  and  the  whole  of  its  water  supply  functions  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  County  Water  Board,  but  up  to  that  date  pursued  its 
policy  of  providing  mains  water  to  as  much  of  the  rural  district 
as  possible,  despite  the  financial  strain  involved.  The  result  has  been 
that  the  new  Board  took  over  a modern  undertaking  covering  almost 
50  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  the  County  forming  a nucleus  into  which 
the  other  smaller  undertakings  have  been  embodied. 

At  the  30th  September,  1962,  7,203  premises  were  being  supplied 
with  mains  water,  being  93.50  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  properties. 

The  mileage  of  mains  handed  over  was  425  miles,  together  with 
over  2,700  consumer  meters. 

SOURCES  OF  PIPED  WATER  SUPPLIES 

1.  Prescelly 

Situated  in  the  Prescelly  Hills  in  North  Pembrokeshire.  The 
water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  Filtration  and  chlorination 
take  place  in  a modem  plant  immediately  upon  leaving  the  impound- 
ing reservoir. 

Approximately  40  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District 
is  supplied  from  this  source.  The  capacities  of  the  service  reservoirs

2.  Hotwells — Glanrhyd

reservoir,  whence  together  with  the  Hotwells 

yield,  it  is  pumped  to  Hotwells  High  level 

reservoir.

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3.  Garn  Deifog,  Trecwn 

Gathering  ground  and  reservoir  (covered),  upland  surface  water, 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  bulk  of  this  water  is  supplied  to  the 
Royal  Naval  Depot  at  Trecwn. 

4.  Nash  Farm,  Llangwm 

Water  fi'om  springs  is  piped  to  a covered  reservoir  having  a 
capacity  of  30,000  gallons  at  Llangwm  after  chlorination.  Pressures 
have  been  improved  in  Llangwm  and  district  by  constructing  a small 
high  level  reservoir  and  pumping  the  supply  from  the  present  source 
to  that  reservoir. 

Approximately  two  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  rural  district 
is  supplied  from  this  source. 

5.  Pen-y-Garn,  Henry’s  Moat 

Uplands  spring  passed  through  sedimentation  tanks  and  chlor- 
inated. Approximately  eight  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  district 
is  from  this  source. 

6.  Mountain  Water,  Hayscastle 

River  water  is  given  full  treatment  by  pressure  filters,  pH  value 
correction  and  chlorination,  and  thence  pumped  into  Plumstone  service 
reservoir.  In  a full  year  approximately  10  per  cent,  of  piped  water 
comes  from  this  source. 

7.  St.  Davids 

Water  is  abstracted  from  the  River  Solva  at  Middle  Mill,  floc- 
culated, sedimented  and  passed  through  rapid  gravity  filters,  given 
pH  correction  by  lime  and  sterilised  with  sodium  hypochlorate. 
Abstraction  up  to  200,000  gallons  per  day  now  boosted  to  Croesgoch 
area  and  Felinwynt  Reservoir. 

8.  Small  Agricultural  Schemes 

There  are  approximately  160  farms  supplied  by  small  piped 
schemes  and  grant-aided  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
through  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  sources 
in  the  majority  of  these  schemes  are  wells  and  springs. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  1961  was  517,414,000 
gallons,  or  approximately  1,418,000  gallons  per  day  ox’,  including  raw 
water  for  industry,  derived  from  the  Western  Cleddau  and  pumped 
to  Bolton  Beacon  open  reservoir  (5,000,000)  983,764,000  gallons  or 
approximately  2,572,000  gallons  per  day.  Figures  for  1964  are  not 
available  as  all  records  have  been  handed  over  to  the  Pembrokeshire 
Water  Board. 
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RAINFALL  AND  TEMPERATURE 


The  contrasts  between  the  rainfalls  recorded  at  the  stations 

quoted  indicate  the  great  variation  between  the  coastal  belt  and  Ihe 
mountain  area.

Temperature  records  are  also  now  maintained  at  three  stations — 
the  Rural  District  Council  Offices,  Haverfordwest;  at  the  Counting  House, 
Nolton  Haven  (by  courtesy  of  Rev.  B.  Townson,  M.A.);  and  at  Llandigige 
Fawr,  St.  Davids  (by  courtesy  of  Councillor  J.  Elliott  Morris)  and  these 
give  most  interesting  comparisons.  Minimum  temperatures  at  Nolton 
Haven,  for  example,  are  consistently  higher  than  those  at  Haverfordwest 
by  7 degrees  F — 10  degrees  F.  Barometric  pressure  records  are  also 
kept  at  Nolton  Haven. 


Rainfall  records  are  regularly  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Civil 
Engineering  at  Liverpool  University  to  assist  on  hydrographical  research 
of  the  Cleddau  Basin.

(a)  to  investigate  the  action  of  water  on  various  types  of  metal  piping. 
The  results  were  noted  and  advice  given  in  the  case  of  private 
supplies. 

(b)  as  a guide  to  the  nature  of  the  pollution  causing  unsatisfactory 
bacterial  results. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

As  the  industrial  development  of  the  Haven  is  obviously  to  take 
place  with  some  rapidity,  the  problem  of  air  pollution  is  one  which 
should  give  great  concern  to  local  authorities  in  the  area,  and  it  is 
right  that  we  should  be  watchful  lest  some  of  the  worst  conditions 
of  the  atmosphere  in  industrial  areas  should  take  place  here. 

The  new  power  station  to  be  built  at  Pennar  will  be  one  of  the 
heaviest  sources  in  the  country  of  atmospheric  sulphur  and  though 
the  engineers  of  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  are  satis- 
fied that  there  will  be  no  substantial  danger  to  health  from  the  power 
station  chimney,  it  is  necessary  that  a very  careful  survey  of  the  area 
should  be  made  now  in  order  that  conditions  in  later  years  can  be 
compared.  The  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  are  taking  their 
own  measurements  in  certain  areas  and  we  have  undertaken  to  give 
them  any  necessary  assistance  in  the  setting  up  of  these  stations  in 
addition  to  the  six  testing  stations  that  we  have  now.  One  of  the 
Rural  District  Council’s  testing  stations  is  being  positioned  in  a 
Forestry  Commission  Plantation  as  there  is  the  possibility  that  sul- 
phur dioxide  has  an  adverse  effect  on  the  growth  of  certain  trees  . 

A large  amount  of  laboratory  work  is  involved  in  the  testing  and 
a member  of  the  staff  has  been  trained  for  this  purpose  by  the 
Warren  Springs  Laboratory  in  order  to  avoid  the  very  heavy  fees 
which  would  otherwise  be  entailed  if  the  work  was  to  be  done  by  the 
Public  Analyst. 

The  testing  programme  using  lead  dioxide  candles  that  we  have 
had  over  the  last  five  years  is  being  continued  for  the  time  being,  but 
will  be  partially  discontinued  when  the  new  system  of  volumetidc 
daily  analysis  comes  into  full  use.

Sewage  Analysis 

A regular  programme  of  sewage  analysis  has  been  instituted 
and  the  Council  propose  to  set  up  its  own  laboratory  in  the  new 
offices  when  erected,  so  that  a close  control  can  be  kept  by  the 
Engineer  on  the  advice  of  his  chemist,  on  the  operation  of  the  various 
works. 

Private  Sewerage  Schemes

estates.  The  sewage  from  the  48  houses  at  Wesley  Place,  Trecwn,  is 
ti’eated  at  the  R.N.A.D.  disposal  works.

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OTHER  CONVERSION  SCHEMES 


In  addition  to  the  properties  connected  to  the  various  sewerage 
schemes,  sanitary  conversion  schemes  with  drainage  to  cesspools  or 
septic  tank  units  have  been  carried  out  by  property  owners  in  88 
cases.  The  fact  that  67  of  these  were  undertaken  as  part  of  house 
improvement  schemes  again  shows  the  valuable  contribution  made  by 
improvement  grants  raising  the  standard  of  public  health  in  the 
district. 


EMPTYING  OF  CESSPOOLS 

There  has  been  a demand  for  this  service,  639  cesspools  being 
emptied  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  199  on  the  previous  year. 

Fifty-nine  of  these  were  in  areas  outside  the  rural  district, 
where  similar  services  were  lacking. 

The  nominal  charge  of  £1  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  at  private 
dwellings  within  the  district  ceased  as  from  1st  April,  1963.  The 
nominal  charge  of  £4-5-0  for  business  premises  in  the  area  is  still 
in  operation. 

The  Council  has  two  cesspool  emptiers  and  these  vehicles  are 
fully  engaged  in  the  emptying  of  numerous  disposal  works  and 
provide  an  efficient  service. 

DRAINAGE  INSPECTIONS 

A great  deal  of  the  District  Inspectors'  time  was  again  devoted 
to  advisox’y  work  and  inspection  of  drainage  installations  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  of  new  buildings  and  improvement 
works  carried  out  to  existing  properties.  One  hundred  and  ninety-one 
visits  were  made  for  inspection  purposes  and  85  tests  carried  out 
on  drainage  schemes. 

In  addition,  ten  surveys  were  made  of  properties  in  connection 
with  proposed  sewerage  schemes,  and  28  visits  made  in  regard  to 
inspection  of  sewers  and  disposal  works. 

Public  Cleansing 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  a major  part  of  the  Council’s  health 
services,  and  the  only  properties  which  now  remain  outside  the 
service  are  dwelling  houses  which  are  in  such  inaccessible  locations, 
as  to  make  collection  extremely  costly,  and,  of  course,  farm  houses 
which  in  many  cases  are  approached  by  long  lanes  which  we  cannot 
traverse.  However,  85  per  cent,  of  all  properties  are  collected.  Fre- 
quent requests  are  received  for  additional  properties  to  be  brought 
into  the  service  and  we  make  every  effort  to  meet  them,  though  often 
the  service  can  only  be  offered  on  a fortnightly  basis.  Litter  is  col- 
lected daily  from  most  of  the  seaside  villages  during  the  height  of 
the  holiday  season  and  also  from  the  lay-bys  on  the  classified  roads. 
We  have  co-operated  with  the  County  Highways  Department  in  the 
keeping  of  lay-bys  clean,  as  they  would  otherwise  become  an 
intolerable  nuisance. 

We  receive  many  complaints  about  litter  generally,  and  the 
interest  that  many  people  take  in  the  question  is  welcome,  showing 
at  least  that  the  public  conscience  is  being  aroused  about  the  problem. 
The  Public  Health  Committee  have  now  agreed  to  replace  the  open- 
type  litter  basket  with  a paper  sack  holder  which  is  less  unsightly 
than  the  wire  type,  and  the  litter  is  not  blown  about  as  much  or 
disturbed  by  animals. 

Disposal  of  refuse  presents  a far  more  difficult  problem  than 
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collection.  There  is  no  better  means  available  at  the  moment  than 
by  land-fill.  Four  tips  are  in  use  at  St.  Davids  Airfield;  Bastleford, 
Rosemarket;  Bwlchyrhos,  Little  Newcastle;  and  Trevined,  Llanrhian. 
With  so  many  sites  it  is  an  extremely  difficult  matter  to  keep  them 
under  control  and  it  is  hardly  surprising  that  we  receive  complaints. 
Rosemarket  tip  is  an  example  of  a site  which  is  frequently  trouble- 
some. It  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  any  site  which  is  a sufficiently 
long  distance  away  from  any  dwelling  house  so  as  not  to  be  the 
cause  of  nuisance  unless  there  is  a man  employed  full-time  on  the 
tip.  The  ideal  method  would  be  to  have  one  central  site  for  the  dis- 
posal of  refuse  and  here  it  might  be  possible  to  have  a system  of 
incineration  or  composting.  This  is  a matter  which  is  now  being 
investigated.  Every  day  we  dispose  of  20  tons  of  refuse  and  this 
amount  brought  to  one  site  would  make  incineration  an  economic 
possibility.  This  matter  the  Public  Health  Committee  has  under 
active  consideration.  It  would  necessitate  somewhat  heavier  trans- 
portation costs  in  using  the  one  central  site  but  the  vehicles  that  we 
are  now  using  are  capable  of  carrying  very  large  loads.  The  new 
vehicle,  of  which  we  are  awaiting  delivery,  is  capable  of  holding  a 
whole  day’s  collection,  which  will  be  a considerable  advantage. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Council  intend  to  provide 
public  conveniences  in  most  of  the  villages  of  the  area,  and  in  particu- 
lar in  the  seaside  villages.  We  now  have  13  and  the  number  is  being 
increased  by  tbe  proposal  to  build  another  12. 

The  cleaning  and  supervision  of  these  conveniences  is  an  enorm- 
ous problem.  We  are  fortunate  in  several  cases  to  have  local  people 
who  are  prepared  to  act  as  caretakers,  and  they  take  a very  con- 
siderable pride  in  keeping  the  conveniences  clean.  In  most  cases, 
however,  we  cannot  find  suitable  people  as  cleaners,  and  woi’kmen 
have  to  be  directly  employed,  travelling  daily  to  carry  out  the  work. 
An  example  is  Whitesands,  where  considerable  difficulty  has  always 
been  experienced,  and  it  was  found  necessary  in  1964  to  keep  work- 
men there  full-time  during  the  summer  to  look  after  the 
conveniences. 

During  the  winter  and  spring,  all  our  conveniences  are  redecora- 
ted, but  most  are  in  need  of  further  redecoration  long  before  the 
summer  is  over,  and,  of  course,  the  amount  of  vandalism  is  dis- 
heartening. 

A further  question  that  will  have  to  be  considered  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  very  shortly  is  the  provision  of  sanitary  con- 
veniences at  lay-bys.  This  is  a problem  which  should  receive  attention 
very  soon  as  conditions  in  the  lay-bys  on  the  busiest  roads  during  the 
summer  are  frequently  very  bad  indeed. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


During  the  year  the  Council  continued  its  scheme  for  dealing 
with  infestation  of  rats  and  mice  at  farms  as  well  as  industrial 
premises,  private  and  Council-owned  dwellings,  Council  tips  and 
sewerage  works. 

The  work  has  been  most  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  three 
operators,  and  rat  and  mouse  infestation  is  kept  under  successful 
control.

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Twenty  premises  were  disinfected  following  vermin  infestation 
and  infectious  diseases. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 

There  were  no  cases  requiring  burial  under  the  provision  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  1948,  nor  were  there  any  cases  in  need  of 
care  and  attention  requiring  removal  to  Homes. 


DISPOSAL  OF  ANIMAL  CARCASES 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  disposal  of  the  carcases  of 
18  sheep,  12  cows  and  three  pigs  washed  ashore  on  various  beaches. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT— 1963 

The  Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act  came  into  force  during 
the  year.  This  Act  requires  that  boarding  establishments  should 
be  registered  and  certain  regulations  observed.  As  this  work  has 
relation  to  public  health,  the  work  of  registration  and  inspection  has 
been  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  department.  We  have  two 
premises  in  the  area  which  are  affected.  Both  have  been  registered 
after  inspection,  and  conditions  are  satisfactory. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT 

Additional  duties  were  placed  on  the  Council’s  staff  during  the 
year  in  the  registration  and  inspection  of  all  properties  coming  within 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963.  All  shops  and 
offices  have  to  be  registered,  with  the  exception  of  shops  and  offices 
where  only  members  of  the  occupier’s  immediate  family  are  employed, 
or  where  less  than  21  hours  weekly  are  worked.  Certain  shops  and 
offices  are  already  registered  under  the  Factories  Act  and  these  do 
not  come  within  the  definition.  With  all  new  registered  premises, 
the  Council  has  a duty  to  carry  out  inspection  to  see  whether  all 
conditions  affecting  health  and  safety  are  complied  with. 

Regulations  have  been  made  by  the  Ministry  about  sanitary 
conveniences,  ventilation,  working  temperatures,  water  supplies,  over- 
crowding, protection  of  machinery  and  various  other  aspects.  So  far, 
we  have  registered  63  properties  under  the  Act,  and  the  work  is 
continuing.

The  increasingly  large  number  of  plans  deposited  emphasises  the 
growing  interest  in  obtaining  improved  living  standards.  It  throws  a 
steadily  increasing  burden  on  officers  responsible  for  building 
inspection  and  also  calls  for  continual  care  in  dealing  with  planning 
aspects  of  those  applications  in  close  collaboration  with  the  County 
Planning  Authority. 
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Housing  Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  continued  its  progressive  policy  of  extend'ng  grant 
aid  under  the  Housing  Acts  in  respect  of  improvement  and  modernisa- 
tion of  private  dwelling  houses.  Grants  for  improvement  to  89 
properties  and  conversions  in  3 cases  were  approved,  the  total  grant 
involved  being  £29,463.  Twenty-eight  Standard  Grants  were  also 
approved,  the  amount  involved  being  £4,010.  Improvement  works  to 
89  houses  were  completed,  the  total  grant  paid  in  these  cases  being 
£28,292  6s.  Od. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in  1949,  1,295  grants  have 
been  approved  and  improvement  works  have  been  completed  in 
1,002  cases. 

This  work  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Build’ng  Sur- 
veyor’s Department.  During  the  year  206  visits  were  made  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  improvement  grant  applica- 
tions, and  43  visits  made  in  connection  with  other  works  of  repair 
and  improvement.

SECTION  IV 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 


MILK  SUPPLIES 

The  Rural  District  is  scheduled  as  a snecified  area  by  virtue  of 
the  Milk  (Specification  of  Areas)  Order  1957,  and  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  from  bottles,  or  pasteurised  milk  only  may  be  sold. 

The  licensing  authority  report  that  there  were  33  retailers 
licensed  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Quality  and  production  control  of  milk  is  a function  of  the 
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County  Council,  but  as  a public  health  authority,  we  are  concerned 
with  the  biological  testing  of  retail  milk  supplies  for  Brure’los's  and 
live  tubercle  bacilli.  Sampling  is  now  being  carried  out  of  milk  where 
brucellosis  has  been  reported  by  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Department. 
Samples  if  necessary  are  taken  from  individual  cows  to  eliminate 
possible  carriers.  In  addition  we  have  recommenced  the  routine  bio- 
logical sampling  of  all  retail  milk  supplies.  The  examinations  are 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Research  Council’s  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory Service  at  Carmarthen,  who  are  most  co-operative. 

The  County  Council  report  that  of  the  112  samples  taken  by 
them  for  keeping  quality  during  1964,  7 were  found  to  be  unsatis- 
factory. 

During  the  year,  175  samples  were  taken  for  Brucella  Abortus 
examination.  We  had  to  make  more  detailed  examination  in  the  case 
of  one  herd,  and  individual  infected  cows  were  then  eliminated  from 
the  herd. 


REGISTRATION  OF  PREMISES  FOR  THE 
MANUFACTURE  AND  SALE  OF  ICE  CREAM. 

There  are  no  premises  registered  in  the  area  for  the  manufacture 
of  ice  cream,  but  we  have  a very  large  number  of  vendors  of  ice 
cream,  obtaining  their  supply  from  manufacturers  outside  the  district. 

It  is  the  Council’s  duty  to  register  these  premises  and  to  ensure 
that  there  is  no  contravention  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  All 
the  premises  have  to  conform  to  certain  reo.uirements  as  to  the 
structural  and  sanitary  conditions,  and  also  to  regulations  about  the 
temperature  and  storage  of  the  ice  cream. 

A feature  of  ice  cream  during  recent  years  has  been  the  fact 
that  most  ice  cream  is  now  wrapped.  This  contributes  considerably 
to  the  litter  problem,  but  as  a result  it  is  certain  that  ice  cream 
is  now  seldom,  if  ever,  involved  as  a source  of  enteric  diseases.  A 
new  process  of  manufacture  is  allowed  under  the  Ice  Cream  Regula- 
tions, that  is,  the  “soft”  mix  method  by  which  the  ice  cream  is 
manufactured  in  a mobile  container  at  the  time  of  serving.  With 
proper  precautions,  these  machines  give  a product  as  safe  as  the 
conventional  pasteurising  plants.  103  premises  are  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice  cream,  and  all  comply  with  our  requirements.  Samples  are 
taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen, 
for  examination.

Most  of  the  above  were  examined  at  the  request  of  wholesalei*s 
and  retailers  who  asked  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  foods  were 
or  were  not  fit  for  human  consumption.  This  year,  howeyer,  a further 
problem  was  encountered.  Due  to  the  Typhoid  epidemic  in  Aberdeen, 
all  local  authorities  were  asked  to  examine  all  supplies  of  corned 
beef  in  catering  packs,  and  certain  tins  from  known  sources  and 
bearing  certain  code  marks  were  taken  from  wholesalers  and  others 
by  a process  of  yoluntary  surrender,  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  I^aboratory  for  examination.  None  of  the  results  from  the 
samples  taken  in  this  district  showed  any  danger  of  infection. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

At  the  end  of  the  year  no  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human 
consumption  was  taking  place  within  the  rural  district,  as  all  meat 
supplies  were  obtained  from  slaughter  houses  in  other  districts. 

The  standard  to  which  slaughterhouses  must  conform  has  made 
it  unavoidable,  however,  that  some  of  the  older  slaughterhouses 
must  close  and  this  is  the  case  with  the  Haverfordwest  Borough 
Slaughterhouse. 

The  Rural  District  Council  is  building  a modern  abattoir  at 
Withybush  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £52,000  on  the  completion  of  which 
the  existing  slaughterhouse  in  Haverfordwest  will  be  closed.  Work 
commenced  on  construction  in  August,  1964,  and  it  is  expected  that 
this  new  abattoir  will  be  operational  by  March,  1965. 

KNACKERS  YARD 

There  are  two  Knackers  Yards  within  the  area,  at  The  Causeway, 
Camrose  and  at  Wiston  Mountain,  both  of  which  have  been  licensed 
in  the  past.  The  Camrose  premises  are  satisfactory  and  are  fully 
licensed.  In  the  case  of  Wiston  Mountain,  the  Question  of  licence  is 
being  discussed  with  the  owners  as  certain  works  have  to  be  carried 
out.  No  slaughtering  on  the  registered  premises  is  being  carried  out  in 
either  case,  as  this  is  carried  out  on  the  farms  where  necessary.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 


Sampling  of  food  for  compositional  quality  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  is  administered  by  the  Countv  Council.  Mr.  F.  W.  J.  Read. 
M.I.W.M.A.,  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  has  reported 
as  follows  on  samples  taken  in  the  Rural  District  during  1964.
